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Critics Seen Chance

WASHINGTON—(ZP)—Congres­ 
sional critics of the Brannan farm 
plan said today they are consider­ 
ing applying it to the surplus po­ 
tato issue. 
‘‘Economists tell us it probably 
would backfire and 
cost 
about 
$-100,000,000 this year,” said one 
lawmaker, who would not permit 
use of his name. 
“That ought to 
blow the Brannan plan to pieces 
forever—but it might be worth it.” 
Secretary of Agriculture Bran­ 
non touched off a political explo­ 
sion recently by asking senators 
what should be done with 
some 
50,000.000 bushels of surplus pota­ 
ges taxpayers paid for under the 
present price-support program. 
Later Brannan announced that a 
good part of them probably will 
be dyed blue—to keep them off the 
market for human consumption— 
and resold to farmers for live­ 
stock feed or use as fertilizer. He 
explained it might co t $15,000,000 
just to move tile spuds to places 
where they could be given away to 
hungry people or used for indus­ 
trial purposes, such as making al­ 
cohol.

Republican 
Lincoln 
Day 
dinner 
Saturday 
night at the Sherman Hotel and 
heard three we'11 known political 
leaders appeal for a 
return 
to 
sound principles of 
government 
by electing Republican candidates 
In the fall election. 
The speakers were State Sena­ 
tor Colin Smith of 
Big 
Rapids 
end Congressmen C. E. Potter of 
Michigan and A. W. Norblad, jr., 
of Oregon. The toastmaster was 
John G. Erickson, Escanaba 
at­ 
torney, whose 
introductory 
re­ 
marks included an invitation to 
all voters, including former Dem­ 
ocrats, to support the Republican 
program for 
preservation 
of 
American principles of individual 
liberties and equality. 
Senator Colin Smith declared 
that 
American 
democracy 
was 
founded on a philosophy that en­ 
couraged initiative, determination 
and self-reliance but that central­ 
ization of power under Democra­ 
tic administrations is threatening 
the traditional American way of 
life.“The Republican party 
wants 
progress with freedom.” 
Senator 
Smith said. ‘‘The Republican par­ 
ty gave Michigan labor the first 
workmen’s compensation law and 
the firlt unemployment compen­ 
sation law. The Republican party 
also established the $50 
million 
veterans trust fund in Michigan.” 
Totter Hits Socialism 
The speaker emphasized that to 
keep the nation strong, it is es­ 
sential 
to 
keep 
governmental 
spending within the limits of gov­ 
ernmental income. 
“To help our citizens perman­ 
ently, we must not do for people 
what they can and should do for 
themselves.” 
Sen. 
Smith 
said. 
“We cannot afford waste.” 
Rep. Potter, congressman from 
the lith district of Michigan, as­ 
sailed the drift 
towards 
social­ 
ism in this country and charged 
that the Democratic administra­ 
tion is following the same pattern 
that has brought England 
to 
a 
socialistic state. 
Potter traced the development 
of socialism in England, climaxed 
with the election of the Labor 
government in 1945. Since 
then 
England has become a completely 
controlled state 
with 
socialistic 
rule, he said. 
“Only 25% of the industries in 
England 
are nationalized.” the 
speaker said, “but all industries 
are 
under 
rigid 
governmental 
controls. The standards of living of 
the British people are substantial­ 
ly lowe-. Tbeif liberties have been 
removed. Now 
the 
government 
fella a worker what job he can 
work at and controls every step 
of farm production and market­ 
ing.** 
The congressman was particu­ 
larly caustic about the socializa­ 
tion of medicine in England and 
charged th at it has been “an ex­ 
pensive policy from the standpoint 
of human misery”. 
The speaker pointed out 
that 
Prescient Truman has 
proposed 
the socialization of medicine in 
this country. 
“We know that we must im­ 
prove our own medical system in 
this country," Rep. Potter said, 
“but we also know that our medi­ 
cal profession can do this job bet­ 
ter than the government can. In 
fact, I have never seen 
govern­ 
ment do 
anything 
better 
than 
could be done by private means. 


Tho Brannan farm 
plan 
was 
subjected to some critical

ments from the speaker. Rep. Pot­ 
ter said that the Brannan plan 
was supposed to guarantee high 
prudes to farmers and low prices 
to consumers.

that paying the national debt does 
not mean a thing.” Norblad said. 
“I am contend that it is cowardice 
to pass our debts along to 
our 
children.” 
Defending the record or the 
Republican 80th 
congress.

Norblad said that the 80th con­ 
gress balanced the federal budget 
and paid off $5 
billion of the 
federal debt. He called the Demo- 
cratic-controlled 
81st 
congress 
“the 80-worst congress”. 
Congressman Norblad appealed 
for support of the Hoover Com­ 
mission report.

The 2,896 cases reported during 
the year were more than double 
those of the previous high y e a r -

Cut By State GOP

GOP Speakers Assail 
Trend To Socialism 


An overflow crowd of 210 per­ 
sons 
attended 
the 
Republican 
Lincoln 
Day 
dinner 
Saturday 
night at the Sherman Hotel and 
heard three we11 known political 
leaders appeal for a 
return 
to 
sound principles of 
government 
by electing Republican candidates 
in the fall election. 
The speakers wore State Sena­ 
tor Colin Smith of 
Big 
Rapids 
and Congressmen C. E. Potter of 
Michigan and A. W. Norblad, jr., 
cf Oregon. The toastm aster was 
John G. Erickson. Escanaba 
at­ 
torney, whose 
introductory 
re­ 
m arks included an invitation to 
all voters, including former Dem­ 
ocrats, to support tile Republican 
program 
for 
preservation 
of 
American principles of individual 
liberties and equality. 
Senator Colin Smith 
declared 
that 
American 
democracy 
was 
founded on a philosophy that en­ 
couraged initiative, determination 
and self-reliance but that central­ 
ization of power under Democra­ 
tic adm inistrations is threatening 
the traditional American way of 
life. 
“The Republican party 
wants 
progress with freedom.” 
Senator 
Smith said. “Tho Republican par­ 
ty gave Michigan labor the first 
w orkm en’s compensation law and 
the firft unemployment compen­ 
sation law. The Republican party 
also established the $50 
million 
veterans trust fund in Michigan.*’ 
Potter Hits Socialism 
The speaker emphasized that to 
keep the nation strong, it is es­ 
sential 
to 
keep 
governmental 
spending within the limits of gov­ 
ernm ental income. 
“To help our citizens perm an­ 
ently, we must not do for people 
w hat they can and should do for 
them selves.” 
Sen. 
Smith 
said. 
“We cannot afford waste.” 
Rep. Potter, congressman from 
the lith district of Michigan, as­ 
sailed the drift 
towards 
social­ 
ism in this country and charged 
th at the Democratic adm inistra­ 
tion Is following the same pattern 
th at has brought England 
to 
a 
socialistic state. 
Potter traced the development 
of socialism in England, climaxed 
w ith the election 
of the 
Labor 
governm ent in 1945. Since 
then 
England has become a completely 
controlled state 
w ith 
socialistic 
rule, he said. 
*\>nly 25% of the industries In 
England 
are 
nationalized,” 
the 
speaker said, “but all industries 
are 
under 
rigid 
governmental 
controls. The standards of living of 
the B ritish people are substantial­ 
ly lower. T heir liberties have been 
rem oved. Now 
the 
government 
tells a w orker w hat job he can 
w ork at and controls every step 
of farm production and m arket­ 
ing.” 
The congressman was particu­ 
larly caustic about the socializa­ 
tion of medicine in England and 
charged that it has been “an ex­ 
pensive policy from the standpoint 
of human m isery”. 
The speaker pointed out 
that 
provident T rum an has 
proposed

Mc Cloy Warns Germans 
Of Growing Nazism 
TjOSTWAR 
developments 
in 
Western 
Germany are disquieting to Americans 
who have dug deep into their jeans to pro­ 
vide billions of dollars to feed the German 
people and to promote economic recovery 
of the occupied country. 
A new spirit of nationalism is resurging 
in the West German republic. Nazi char­ 
acteristics are becoming more evident. The 
same unhealthy economic arid political con­ 
ditions that gave rise to Hitler are coming 
irPc sharp focus once again. 
U. S High Commissioner John J. Mc- 
Cloy spoke out frankly on the resurging 
Nazi philosophy in a recent speech at Stutt­ 
gart He told the Germans that there are 
! no plans for a German army or air force 
and that German militarism will not be al­ 
lowed to develop as another threat to world 
peace. He reminded the Germans that they 
lost the war and that the tendency among 
Germans to blame their postwar plight up­ 
on other countries is wrong. 
The 
developments 
in Germany show 
that it will not be easy to develop a true 
democratic spirit in the defeated Reich. It 
probably means that it will be necessary to 
I keep a tight rein on the nation for a num ­ 
ber of years to come as assurance that G er­ 
many will not again threaten to overrun 
her neighbors and lanuch another war. 
The resurging nationalist spirit in Ger­ 
many has gone far enough. McCloy’s w arn­ 
ing to the German people is timely.

Electoral Reform 
Has Much Merit 
T 
HE U. S. senate has approved a con- j 
stitutional amendment to revise the 
electoral college system used in this coun­ 
try for electing the president. If the house 
adds its endorsement, the am endm ent will 
go out to the states for consideration by the 
48 legislatures. Approval by 36 states would 
then be necessary before the amendment 
could become effective. 
A change in the electoral system would 
create a healthier political balance in the 
nation. U nder the present system the presi­ 
dential candidate who gets 
the 
highest 
num ber of popular votes within a state re­ 
ceives that state's entire electoral vote. The 
proposed revision would simply divide a 
state’s electoral vote in accordance with the 
distribution of the popular vote. 
The effect would be to make every vote 
more valuable and would open the way to 
• more vigorous tw o-party system, not 
only in the so-called Solid South but in 
every state. 
The present electoral system makes pos­ 
sible the election of a presidential candidate 
who may fail to win a m ajority in the pop­ 
u lar returns. 
Opposition to the change at first was di- 
tected at the possibility of strengthening 
the hand of a m inority candidate in the 
event two m ajor nominee should balance 
each other too evenly. That objection was 
met by a provision that specifies a w inner 
m ust get at least 40% of the total electoral 
vote. If he doesn’t, congress would settle 
the issue by voting on the two top candi­ 
dates. 


RAILROADS JUST CRAWLING ALONG 
(Milwaukee Journal) 
Railroads are moving with the speed of a 
slow freight climbing up the continental 
divide on an icy track to provide safety 
appliances ordered in 1947 by the inter­ 
state commerce commission. 
Since 1922 automatic train control ap­ 
pliances have been available to the rail­ 
roads. 
In 1947 the ICC decided that the 
roads were still shying away from installa­ 
tion of the devices on many im portant 
lines, thus failing to provide the safety 
measures passengers deserved. 
So the ICC told the roads that by 1952 
they would have to comply w ith two or­ 
ders. On tracks used for speeds of 60 miles 
an hour, the ICC said, block signal systems 
would have to be installed. 
On 
tracks 
used for 80 miles an hour speeds block sig­ 
nals, automatic train control or cab signals 
and automatic train stops would have to be 
installed. 
The roads went to work and in 1949 they 
provided 144 miles of track with train stop, 
cab signal or train control devices. 
That 
was a 17% increase over the mileage af­ 
fected in the previous year—and at the 
1949 rate It will take only IOO years or so 
to do a job that the ICC says must be done 
by 1952. 
And last year the roads put in block 
signals on 1,195 miles of track—about half 
of what they need to average in a year to 
get the job done by 1952. 
The ICC will have to do some vigorous 
table thum ping if rail passengers are to get

For years Uncle Sam has been holding 
up the farm ers’ prices by buying his sur­ 
pluses. Up to new he has found no way to 
dispose of his stocks in this country, except 
in driplets to public institutions and wel­ 
fare agencies. Any dumping of the stocks 
would only mean general depression of 
food prices. 
Now, 
in desperation, he has set up a 
bargain table for foreign governments. He 
will sell potatoes for Ic a hundred pounds, 
though they cost him between $2.10 and 
$2.30. He will sell SI.30 a pound dried eggs 
for 40c. He will sell Mexican canned meat 
(which he bought to help Mexican cattle­ 
men w eather the quarantine imposed on 
them ) for about half what he paid. 
He 
will give sim ilar bargain on corn, barley, 
oats, flaxseed, linseed oil, shelled beans, 
dried milk and butter.

GI Education 
Costs Plenty 


BY MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON — Economy is a magic 
word on which the Republicans mean to re­ 
ly heavily in their drive to recapture con­ 
gress this fall. But when 
economy hits a large and 
articulate segment of the 
voting public, then it is 
likely to be pushed aside 
The 
Bureau 
of 
the 
Budget and the Veterans 
Administration are send­ 
ing to the White House a 
report on the cost of the 
G. I. Bill of Rights. 
It 
shows 
an 
extraordinary 
vaste of government funds 
in phony schools that have sprung up since 
1941 and in crude exploitation of “on the 
job 
training.” 
This report incorporates 
some of the material contained in a state­ 
ment submitted to congress by Veterans 
Administrator Carl Gray. 
But it goes much further. In many in­ 
dustrial areas the number of G. I.s taking 
advantage of the G. I. bill has doubled in 
less than a year, the report shows. This re­ 
flects rising unemployment or partial em­ 
ployment. 
NO INCOME TAX 
In many instances the so-called training 
is merely an excuse for the veteran to draw 
$120 a month, which is the allowance for 
a m arried veterans with two or more de­ 
pendents. In addition, the veteran draws 
an unemployment benefit. Since both the 
G. I. allowance and the benefit are free of 
federal income tax, he may have a larger 
net income this way then he would have on 
a payroll. 
The president is expected to use the re­ 
port as the basis for a message to congress 
suggesting an end be put to the worst abuses 
by legislative adion. It also is likely that 
he will take a shot at a bill which both the 
Veterans Administration and the Budget 
Bureau believe would add billions of Hollars 
to the cost of G. I. benefits. 
This was sponsored in the senate by Sen­ 
ator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, one of the most 
frequent denouncers of deficit spending by 
the Trum an administration. 
The 
senate 
passed the bill in the closing days of the 
last session and it is expected to come be­ 
fore the house soon. 
A m ajority report of the VA’* education­ 
al advisory committee described the bill as 
an unlimited invitation to every veteran to 
take as many courses as possible. The m a­ 
jority report suggested that it m ight mean 
an additional cost of $15 to $60 billions. 
The last is, of course, a fantastic exagger­ 
ation. Representative Olin Teague of Texas, 
sponsor of the bill in the house, denies em­ 
phatically that it would mean any substan­ 
tial added cost. He cites a m inority report 
prepared by Hiram N. Rasely, of Burdett 
college, Boston, Mass., championing the bill 
as necessary to protect veterans’ rights. 
Experts in the VA and the Budget Bureau 
take, however, a serious view of the meas­ 
ure. Although it does not specifically do so, 
the bill, they believe, would postpone the 
cut-off date for at least five years. Under 
present interpretation, G. I.s will be un­ 
able to begin new courses of education aft­ 
er July 25, 1951, although those who have 
previously started their training can con­ 
tinue. If this cut-off date were extended to 
July, 1956, the additional cost would be an 
estim ated $5 billions. 
COST 12 BILLION 
Few have realized how extensive and 
how costly the G. I. bill has been. The total 
cost through the fiscal year 1951 is esti­ 
m ated roughly at $12 billions; the cost is 
now running at about $2.5 billions annual­ 
ly. 
Recently 
the veterans adm insitrator 
sent a request to congress for an additional 
$800,000,000 above the budgetary estimate 
to cover spending under the G. I. bill. That 
shows how costs have skyrocketed in the 
current year. 
Some of the abuses are in rural areas 
where trum ped-up on-the-job farm train­ 
ing has meant for many farmers’ sons mere­ 
ly a government bonus. In the backwoods 
of Kentucky, it is reported, 35 and 40-vear- 
old G. I.s are sitting in fourth grade school­ 
rooms, often next to their children, in or­ 
der to draw the $120 a month from Wash­ 
ington. 
The VA advisory committee reported that 
5,600 new schools had come 
into 
being 
since 1944. Some of these are valid and 
useful training schools necessary to take 
care of G. I.s honestly seeking to advance 
themselves. But far too many are fly-by- 
night institutions chiefly interested in get­ 
ting tuition money out of the government. 
The G. I. bill has brought real and last­ 
ing benefit to millions of young veterans. 
But in administering such a vast program 
the VA has naturally had to lay down reg­ 
ulations to prevent the worst abuses. 
As 
viewed from the VA, the Taft-Teague bill 
would wipe out all regulation and open the 
way to even more flagrant evasions of the 
intent of the law. At the same time it makes 
all this fine talk of economy sound pretty 
hollow.

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Get Wised Up 
On Income Tax 


Editor's Note: This is the third 
of 12 stories explaining who 
must do what and how about 
his 1949 Income tax return.) 


By JAMES*MARLOW 
WASHINGTON —(ZP)— Watch 
your exemptions in making your 
1949 income tax return. 
For each ons you can rightfully 
claim, $600 is knocked cif your 
ircom e before w hat’s left can be 
taxed. 
Everyone who had $600 or more 
ircom e in 1949 must file a return. 
But—everyone who files a return; 
1. Is allowed a $600 exemption 
for himself; plus $600 if he was 
blind in 1949; plus $600 if he was 
65 or older in 1949. 
2. If his wife had no income or 
files a joint return with him, he’s 
allowed a $600 exemption for her; 
pius $600 if she was blind in 1949; 
plus $600 if she was 65 or older in 
1949. 
3 And he's allowed a $600 ex­ 
emption for each dependent he 
can claim. That’s all he gets for a 
dependent. There 
is 
no 
added 
$600 exemption because a depend­ 
ent is blind or 65. 
The rules covering wives and 
dependents are not the same be­ 
cause a wife is not classified as a 
dependent. So watch them. 
The wife— 
If she had any income, no m at­ 
ter how small, the husband can 
claim no exemption for her unless 
she files jointly with him. 
What of a wife who is claimed 
as a dependent by somebody else, 
such as her father, who may have 
supported her? Can she file joint­ 
ly with her husband? 
Yes, but then the person who 
supported her can’t 
claim 
her. 
However, if she wants her father, 
who supported her, to have her 
exemption she should not file a 
joint return with 
her 
husband. 
She can’t be an exemption on two 
different returns. 
If she files her 
own 
return, 
then she claims her own $600 ex­ 
emption. The husband, 
in 
that 
case gets no exemption for her on 
his return he can claim only his 
own exemptions. 
Example: the husband’s salary 
was $5,000. The wife had $40 in­ 
come from baby sitting, or sew­ 
ing, or something else. Since her 
income was less than 
$600, 
she 
doesn’t have to file a return. 
Queer Twist In Law 
But—since she had income — 
unless she files jointly with her 
husband, he loses the $600 exemp­ 
tion for her. 
Dependents— 
There’s a queer twist in the law 
en dependents. As pointed out be­ 
fore, anyone with $600 or more 
income must file his own return 
and claim his own $600 exemp­ 
tion. If his income was less than 
$600, he does not have to file a 
return but— 
A person who had $500 or more 
income—even though th at’s $100 
less than the $600 income which 
would require him to file a re­ 
turn in his own right—cannot be 
claimed as a dependent by any­ 
one. That doesn’t make sense, but 
that’s the law. 
You can claim as a dependent 
any close relative of any age—age 
doesn’t m atter—who 
got 
more 
than half his support from you in 
1949 and had less than $500 in­ 
come of his own. 
You can claim as a dependent 
only these close relatives: 
Your child 
or 
grandchild; a 
stepchild but not his children; a 
legally adopted 
child; a brother, 
sister, 
step-brother, 
step-sister; 
your parents, grandparents, or 
other ancestors; your step-father; 
step-mother; aunts, uncles, nieces, 
nephews, all related by blood; and 
your in-laws; fathcr-m other-sis- 
ter-brother-son-daughter-in- law. 
You can claim as a dependent 
for the full year a child born to 
you any time in 1949, even though 
it died a moment after birth. 
You can’t claim as a depend­ 
ent an unborn child or one born 
dead. 
What of a dependent who died 
in 1949? You can claim a full $600 
exemption for him, even though 
he died as early as Jan. I, 1949, 
provided he was truly a depend-

Unemployment Hits 
High Pre war Level

nation took a 1.609,000 dive last 
month and 
sent unemployment 
soaring to 4,480.000—highest since 
prewar September, 1941.

Taking fact and fable for 
what they’re worth, the sports 
writers and broadcasters of the 
I sr it ell Slates, participating in 
tile Associated Pres* Poll, voted 
Thorpe the outstanding male 
athlete of the first half of the 
got Ii Century. They put him 
far ahead of Babe Ruth, Jack 
Dr Kinsey, 
Ty 
Cobb, 
Bobby 
Jones and Joe Louis—all great 
athletes about whom some col­ 
orful yarns also have been told. 


Of the 393 voters, 252 named 
Thorpe first, 45 named him sec­ 
ond and 2U third. Ruth drew 8(1 
first place votes, 118 seconds and 
45 thirds. Dempsey was ranked 
third with 19, 87 and 55. 
In other ballots, the experts al­ 
so chose Thorpe—now 61 years 
old—as the outstanding football 
player of the 1900^1949 period 
and ranked him second only to 
J esse Owens in track. 
According to .’jgend, Thorpe 
was virtuuliy indestructible: The 
kind of guy who’d ask: 
“Who 
could get hurt playing football?" 
The established facts are al­ 
most as incredible as the fiction. 


Playing football for a little 
school that usually 
was 
out- 
manned aud outweighed against 
the strongest of the big Eastern 
colleges, Thorpe 
scored 
23 
touchdowns and a 198 point to­ 
tal in 1912. That same year he 
had won both the pentathlon 
and decathlon at the Stockholm 
Olympic games, winning four 
events in each competition. 


Thorpe also starred in baseball, 
basketball and Lacrosse ut Car­ 
li. Ie and had a fling at wrestling. 
U non he later tried golf, he learn­ 
ed to shoot in the 70’s. 
Added to his all-around ability 
was a magnificent laziness — a 
disinclination to train or to exert 
himself more than was necessary 
—and a notable weakness for fire­ 
water that has become t*ie sub­ 
ject of more than one Thorpe leg­ 
end. 
Enroute to the 1912 Olympics he 
is said to have spent his time loll­ 
ing in a hammock while his team­ 
mates devoted hours to running 
around the ship’s decks. 
And 
when the team was about to sail 
for home, one tale says a royal 
equerry brought a message that 
the king of Sweden wanted to see 
Thorpe at the palace in order to 
congratulate him. 
Jim 
replied: 
“Huh, 
I 
don’t 
know much about kings. I guess 
I won’t go. I could enjoy a sleep 
better."

Lincoln Cite 


Lindsay Is Speaker 
To Rotary Club 


The greatness of Abraham L in ­ 
coln, based on deep thought and 
patriotic convactions, was described 
today to the Escanaba Rotary club 
in a talk by Harold Lindsay of Es­ 
canaba, past Rotary district gov­ 
ernor. 
The tribute to Lincoln was made 
the subject of a program held on 
the anniversary ot a great presi­ 
dent’s birthday. 
Lindsey pointed out that of the 
77 presidents of the United States, 
only nine have been born in cen­ 
sers of population. The others, in­ 
cluding 
Lincoln, 
were 
born 
in 
ackwoods sections or in small 
communities. 
Born in the hills of Kentucky, 
Lincoln moved with his family to 
Indiana, then a comparative w ;l- 
dcrnes., where his 
mother 
died 
when he was nine years old. His 
early manhood, followed by years 
of maturity, were spent in Illin ­ 
ois. 
Studies and practice in law, to­ 
gether with later political life in 
the Illinois assembly, won him a 
wider 
audience 
for 
his 
ever- 
! thoughtful speeches. Yet he was a 
I comparative unknown 
when 
he 
! first 
began 
speaking 
forcibly 
I against .slavery 
in 
the 
troubled 
times before the C ivil War. 
The 
times 
and 
circumstances 
conspired to bring recognition of 
Lincoln's inherent greatness, Lind­ 
say pointed out. 
“ If 
slavery 
is 
not 
wrong, 
nothing is wrong,” said Lincoln— 
yet because he knew and under­ 
stood the slavery and anti-slavery 
forces he kept ever-foremost the 
thought of preserving the union. 
Recognized by historians as the 
first true American 
product 
of 
American democracy, Lincoln to­ 
day stands with the great men of 
the ages, Lindsay said.

Einstein warns mankind to stop 
fighting— or 
disappear 
from the 
face of the earth. 
Development and use of the hy­ 
drogen bomb, he 
says, 
possibly 
could cause “ annihilation of any 
life on earth” through radioactive 
I poisoning of the atmosphere, 
j 
The man who gave science the 
I theoretical knowledge needed to 
I make the H-bomb presented a gen- 
! oral two-point formula yesterday 
for saving the peoples of the world 
from “ general annihilation” : 
1. A ban on violence among na­ 
tions, “ not only with 
respect 
to 
means of mass destruction.” 
2. Creation of a “ supra-national 
judicial and executive body (su­ 
perior to any country, 
to decide 
questions of immediate concern to 
the security of the nations.” 
Einstein’s views were given in 
the first of a series of television 
shows conducted by Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt over the 
National 
Broadcasting company network. 
The scientist, who is a leader in 
the Institute for Advanced Study 
at Princeton, N. J., did not ap­ 
pear on the program in person. His 
statement was given by transcrip­ 
tion in a discussion on the H- 
bomb. 
Calling for peace moves to “ do 
away with mutual fear and dis­ 
trust,” Einstein said the present 
arms race between 
the 
United 
States and Russia has developed a 
“ hysterical character.” 
“ Every step,” he said, “ appears 
ns the unavoidable consequence of 
the preceding one. In the end, there 
beckons more and more 
clearly 
general annihilation.” 
A “ supra-national” body is ric­ 
er saiy to carry out 
non-violent 
aims, he declared, and internation­ 
al control of weapons would 
be 
only 
“ of secondary use as a po­ 
lice measure.” 
Dr. Feinstein said tile fact that 
the United States first 
produced 
the atomic bomb has broo tot ab' •• 
an illu: ion that this country 
can 
achieve security through military 
superiority.

“ It is impossible to 
achieve peace as long as every sin­

Farmers are raising 225% more 
products. Manufacturers are mak­ 
ing 45 percent more goods; there 
has been a large increase in the 
number of “service” jobs, 
from 
hairdressers to dry cleaners, while 
advertising has 
increased 
about 
65 percent. Yet, since 
1940 our 
population 
has 
increased 
only 
14 percent. Hence, 1950 will see 
far greater domestic competition. 
But in 1950, for the first time 
since 1940, the U. S. 
will 
face 
foreign 
competition.

abroad. This buying from abroad 
will need to increase in order to

III. 
This 
means more competition for U. S. 
manufacturers. 
Advantages Of Merchandising 
The one industry which 
need 
not clear this competition is well i 
organized merchandising, perhaps j 
best represented by the top chain i 
store organizations. These are al­ 
ways looking for the best goods 
for the least 
money, 
wherever ! 
they are made or raised. They do 1 
not have money in farms, 
fac­ 
tories, banks or real estate invest­ 
ments. They are free lances with 
only one goal—namely 
to 
best 
serve consumers. 
The selling industry is not tied 
down to any one location; is not 
dependent 
upon 
any 
definite 
styles; and is not governed by bu­ 
reaucratic 
regulations. 
Stores 
which do not pay can be quickly 
moved; while stores are so 
dis­ 
tributed through the U. S. that 
poor conditions in one locality, or 
industry, will not harm the group 
as a whole. With a turnover of 
five or more times a year, there 
need be no loss 
on 
inventories. 
Good merchants always are well 
hedged against inflation. 
Selling As A Profession 
If I were a young person to­ 
day. a graduate of high school or 
college, I would become a sales­ 
man. Most of my successful busi­ 
ness friends—whether in business 
for themselves or heads of large 
corporations with 
thousands 
of 
stockholders—came 
up 
through 
the 
sales 
department. 
Today, 
there are amany 
engineers, 
ac­ 
countants and personnel managers 
looking for jobs; but no success­ 
ful salesmen are 
out of work. 
Moreover, men who can organize 
and operate a profitable selling 
force are in great demand. 
It is not important what you 
MU. so long as it 
is 
something 
which honestly serves people. If 
you can get on your knees every 
morning and ask God to help you 
sell your products, you are sure 
to succeed. Selling opportunities 
exist in every' 
honest 
industry, 
“from cradles to coffins”. But af­ 
ter deciding what you are to sell, 
make sure that you know more 
about that product than anyone 
else on the salesforce.

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Indian Makes 
Name In Art 


Income Augmented 
By Artistic W ork 
By JAMES EADS 
WASHINGTON — The 
North 
American 
Indian 
is 
gradually 
finding a high place for himself 
in the world of art and in many 
instances is making a fair living 
from the sale of his handicraft. 
This is partly due to 14 years of 
encouragement 
by 
the 
Indian 
Arts and Crafts Board 
of 
the 
U. S. Interior Department. The 
board’s present chairman is Rene 
d’Harnoncourt, director of New 
York City’s Museum of Modern 
Art. The board was established in 
1935 by 
act 
of 
Congress 
and 
stimulates Indians in production 
of their arts and crafts, creates 
markets for their sale, establishes 
trademarks to assure high qual­ 
ity to purchasers and helps to in­ 
crease the net 
income 
of 
the 
craftsmen. 
“In some places this income is 
supplemental; in other places it 
is the family income,” Joseph C. 
McCaskell, general 
manager 
of 
the board, explains. He says the 
board is trying to work in areas 
where the 
economic 
need 
is 
greatest. In eastern Oklahoma he 
says, where the Cherokees and 
Choctaws are turning out hand- 
loomed woolens, it amounts to the 
only cash income the Indians re­ 
ceive. These tribes do some sub­ 
sistence farming and grow 
the 
stuff they eat, however. 
In 1940, in two districts in the 


Navajo area, income from rugs 
constituted 25 per cent 
of 
the 
total- earned by the tribes. A pro 
duction center has been set up in 
western Oklahoma 
where 
125 
persons are engaged in the mak­ 
ing of Indian costumes, women’s 
handbags, 
beadwork, 
moccasins 
and gloves. 
An association 
of 
six 
local 
groups 
in 
the 
northern plains

Cheese By-Product 
Put In Sherbet

It’s hard enough for the caloric- 
cour.tcr to pass up 
dessert.

they’ve made it even tougher by 
devising an ice cream that is much 
“smoother 
and 
more delicious” 
than the regular 
product.

instead of the usual concentrated 
skim milk. 
Just to make sure that com­ 
panies start making 
ice 
cream 
w ith this new base, they invented

For the past 20 years, every time 
a scientist has gotten within IO 
feet of a soy bean, he hrs found 
a new use for it.

Units Developed 
NEW YORK,— Wider use of el­ 
ectrical locomotives on railroads 
was predicted 
by 
Westinghouse 
engineers hero at the meeting of 
the American Institute of Elec­ 
trical Engineers. A new rectifier, 
to change alternating electric cur­ 
rent to direct current, will be re­ 
sponsible. 
With this retifier type motive 
power unit, a high voltage trolley 
wire can he used, thus making it 
possible to supply, economically, 
large blocks of pawer over long 
distances for heavy concentration 
of traffic.

Jet Age Flying 
Loses Glamor

W ashington (NEA) — Military 
and civilian air officials are wor­ 
ried that flying is getting too fast 
and furious to be fun and that the 
“wild blue yonder” is losing its 
glamor. 
This 
problem 
has 
a 
serious

bearing on the future develop­ 
ment of American aviation, the 
experts say. 
As far as m ilitary flying is con­ 
cerned, it’s a m atter of flight per­ 
sonnel morale and recruiting diffi­ 
culty. In civil aviation it’s a ques­ 
tion of possible widespread loss of 
interest in personal flying. 
A Civil Aeronautics Adminis­ 
tration study reveals a sharp drop 
in the num ber of applications for 
student permits last year. The pre- 
4 
war high was 1940 with 110,000 
applications. For 1949 the total was 
less than 45,000. In 1948 there 
were 117,000 applications for stu­ 
dent permits.• 
• 
• 
This same situation is reflected 
by figures from the 
Air 
Force. 
An analysis of two recent cadet 
classes revealed one with 80 per 
cent and the other with 60 per 
cent of the students having less 
than two years of college. Pre- 
, 
war classes averaged more than 
• 95 per cent of students as college 
graduates. An AF spokesman who 
has been studying the problem ex­ 
plains: 
“The boys with more than two 
years of college or with degrees 
just aren’t interested in flying as 
a carcer the way they used to be. 
Colleges seem to be advising them 
against it.” 
Other evidence from the Air 
Force reveals a sharp increase in 
the hazards of 
military 
flying 


r n since the war. It can be tied in 
with the changed attitude among 
pilots and crewmen toward flight 
duty. 
AF Maj. Gen. Richard E. Nu­ 
gent reveals that the post - war 
rate of pilots killed in air acci­ 
dents has increased 25 per cent 
over pre-w ar. He adds: “Flight 
duty is five times more dangerous 
than regular AF 
ground 
duty, 
and the death rate of military 
pilots is more than 20 times that 
. 
of commercial airline pilots.”

Reason for this, he says, is be­ 
cause “supersonic speeds with jet 
propulsion, 
rocket 
propulsion 
with its problems of compressi­ 
bility, methods of escape through 
ejection, and the effects of . . . 
gravity forces as they approach

This increased danger of flying 
is in part credited with the amaz-

when it offered a large group of 
reserve pilots on active duty the 
choice of getting out of the serv­ 
ice or of taking ground duty, at a 
considerable drop in salary. About 
98 per cent were willing to take 
Hie cut and give up their wings. 
The comment of one of those 
pilots adds this to the subject: 
“Host Air Force pilots are about 
32 or older. Flying has long since 
stopped being the fun we thought 
it was when we were just out of

college. It’s strictly a job now. On 
top of that most of us have fami­ 
lies. Our combat records prove 
that we aren’t cowards, but each 
time we fly we are aware of the 
statistics.”

Amateur Theatre Makes 
Bid As National Hobby

CHICAGO—The am ateur thea­ 
ter has crept up almost to the 
status of a national hobby. 
In virtually any community of 
5,000 or more you can find an 
active am ateur dram a club which 
will stage anyw here from one to 
15 productions annually — usual­ 
ly over weekends. 
The actors 
are all 
amateurs, 
people with 
full-time jobs on the side, but 
who find in dramatics their fun 
and a few other things. 
It is a hobby, but there aren’t 
any sure-fire estimates as to its 
extent. 
A few educated guesses 
—and the guessers freely admit 
they’re guessing — indicate the 
statistical picture. 
Christopher Sergei, vice presi­ 
dent of the Dramatic Publishing 
Co., of Chicago — second of 35 
companies supplying plays to the 
am ateur m arket — provides this 
clue: 
“We send out 400,000 cata­ 
loes to our complete 
mailing 
list. That includes approximate­ 
ly 30.000 schools and another 
20,000 or so churches, labor 
unions, professional little thea­ 
tres, and so on.” 
The bulk of the others go to 
drama clubs. 
Barret Clark, of 
Dramatists 
Play 
Service, 
esti­ 
mates 
annual 
productions 
at 
more than 500,000. Some people 
put it as high as 1.000,000. 
And 
they 
are 
increasing. 
Sergei, 
whose company is more than 60 
years old, says his business has 
shown an increase every year — 
including the depression. 
This 
widespread 
movement 
of live drama gains increasing 
importance when compared with 
what has happened to the pro­ 
fessional stage. 
The American 
National Theater and Academy 
(ANTA) in New York 
reports 
the Broadway stage is less than 
half its pre-depression size — 
approximately 30 active thea­ 
ters instead of 72. Equity, the 
actor’s 
union, 
r e p o r t s 
90 
per cent unemployment among 


its members. 
Only 
about 
SO 
major cities across the nation 
get the traditional road 
show 
these days. 
But in the place of the stock 
companies have sprung the am a­ 
teur community theaters. 
Their 
productions range from the more 
advanced forms of drama, such 
as Jean Paul Sartre, to the pure­ 
ly ham type of 
thing 
such 
as 
“Aunt 
Semanthy 
Rules 
t h e 
Roost.” 
Largely, however, the active 
amateur group does warmed- 
over Broadway. 
“Life 
with 
Father” 
is among 
the 
more 
popular 
plays. 
Even 
“The 
Male Animal” of the mid-30s 
is still being played. 
Take the Chicago arca for ex­ 
ample. There the amateur theater 
is in direct competition with the 
professional 
stage, 
which 
had 
36 shows in the Loop last sea­ 
son. 
Yet more than IOO active 
groups can be counted in the 
Chicago area. They produced an 
estim ated 
300 
shows last sea­ 
son. 
Three of these groups in the 
suburbs are fairly typical. They 
are

Springs, 27 year old, the Naper­ 
ville dram a Club, and the Elm­ 
hurst playing in the summer. 
Their prices, stemming from 
low costs inherent in amateur 
operations, are

HALF A CENTURY after the 
fall of Napoleon, and hence after 
the end of the Napoleonic wars. 
Tolstoi wrote “War and Peace,” j 
in which that era was summed 
up. At about the same time C ar­ 
lyle wrote “The French Revolu- I 
tion,” in which that somewhat 
earliest upheaval was interpreted 
in 
art. 
Later by some decades 
Thomas Hardy wrote “The Dy­ 
nasts,” doing in poetry what Tol-

When the events of an era as- j 
sume epic proportions,

its 
empty 
thrones and its changed govern­ 
ments, could 
not possibly have 
been imagined In 1900. 
Anyone who had predicted that 
the land of the Czars would turn 
into the land of Karl Marx would 
have been called crazy. And any­ 
one who had played with the idea 
that the mighty Austrian Empire, 
and a little later 
the 
mighty 
British Empire, would disinteg­ 
rate would have been laughed off 
the stage. 
And that is only Europe, a tiny 
section of the globe. That future 
historian will take not of India, 
a transformed sub-continent,

China’s 400 million population, of 
America’s new revolutionary role 
in history. Looking at the facts 
soberly, it is not too extravagant 
to say that the half century was 
the most eventful and revolution­ 
ary era in the world’s history.

Banding Gives 
Data On Birds 


Six Million Tagged 
In 29 Years 


By JANE EADS 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—Banding 
is considered one of the most im­ 
portant methods of getting accur­ 
ate information on living birds of 
North America today. The U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service says the 
number of banded birds reported 
in the last 29 years totals more 
than 6,000,000. 
Of this 
num ber 
more than 375,000 returns or re­ 
covery records, have been report­ 
ed. 
The reports are kept on file at 
the Patuxent Research Refuge of 
the Wildlife Service at nearby 
Laurel, Md. The service issues per­ 
mits to unpaid volunteer operators 
who do most of the actual 
band­ 
ing. It also provides the bands, 
which bear serial numbers. One 
volunteer, Dr. Oliver L. 
Austin, 
who set up a banding station at 
North Estham, Cape Cod, Mass., 
during his vacation, banded more 
than 19,000 birds last summer. The 
birds were mostly terns nesting on 
the various islands of the area. 
Many of these birds have been re­ 
ported in the West Indies and the 
Caribbean islands. 
While the hunting season is on 
hunters finding banded birds shot, 
sick or dead are requested to send 
in the full serial num ber on the 
band, 
with 
information 
as 
to 
where, when and how they found 
the bird. This gives Fish and Wild­ 
life something to go on in studying 
the many kinds of native 
birds. 
During October and 
November 
this year some 5,002 records were 
received by the service. Many of 
tho o listed more than one band. 
Migratory waterfowl have been 
banded in large numbers at more 
than 150 stations and have been 
recovered as 
far south 
as 
the 
northern part of South America. 
Concentrating on retting more in­ 
formation on waterfowl, the gov­ 
ernment handed some 100,000 w a­ 
terfowl—ducks, geese, tern—dur­ 
ing the 12 months 
prior 
to the 
opening of the hunting reason 
in 
September. 
Small 
song birds have been 
banded in still greater numbers, 
and many interesting 
facts 
con­ 
cerning their movements ere dis­ 
covered. Important scientific stud­ 
ies of populations sox ratio, 
sur­ 
vival. tem perature control, weight 
changes, plumage, bird psychology, 
homing instinct and other subverts 
have been and are being made by 
bi*'^-banding.

Says People 
Test-Happy' 
NEW YORK .— The American 
people are test-happy. 
Lots 
of 
people think that tests are a pat­ 
ent medicine that will cure all of 
their ills, from the job they just 
lost to the last fight with the girl 
friend. 
This complaint comes from Dr. 
Joseph V. Hanna, New York Uni­ 
versity psychologist. 
To make matters 
worse, 
the 
psychologists realize that 
it 
is 
partly their own fault. Some psy­ 
chologists are themselves a little 
test-happy. Others do not take en­ 
ough time explaining what a test 
eau and can not do. 
The psychologists are not will­ 
ing to take all the blame. 
They 
think 
popular 
magazines 
are

foolproof because it makes people 
want to read about it. 
The

comes in for its 
share of scolding too. Have you 
ever heard a person say that it 
does not really m atter if lie is not 
successful because he has such a 
high I. Q., that he docs not have 
to prove imsolf with hard work? 
Such people love to take tests be­ 
cause it makes them feel good to 
get high scores.

Parasite Worries 
U. S. Pathologists 


WASHINGTON— (SS) — There 
is a strangler loose in the nation’s 
forests that is choking trees to 
death. 
The fatal grip is a toe­ 
hold—a mistletoe-h>»ld. 
Dwarf mistletoe is a tree para­ 
site that is causing forest patholo­ 
gists of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture grave concern. 
In 
Grand Canyon National Park and 
in Kaibab National Forest, fores­ 
ters report that the tiny mistletoe 
plant has invaded on a serious 
scale. 
There is danger that the vast 
acreage of government and pri­ 
vate pine forests in the West may 
be destroyed by the mistletoe, 
which kills the host trees by slow 
strangulation, or reduces the value 
to 
cull 
tim ber 
by 
producing 
scrawny trees. 
The leafless little killer has one 
characteristic which may be its 
undoing, 
the 
scientists 
think. 
Dwarf mistletoe spread* its seeds 
by an explosion of the seed sack. 
Seed travels as much as 60 feet, 
usually to stick onto another tree. 
The new host then is saddled with 
the unw. nted parasite. 
Using this knowledge, foresters 
are now systematically hunting 
down areas of mistletoe infesta­ 
tion, and clearing out any mistle- 
to found in a 60-foot wide circle 
around the suspected area. 
They think that by repeating 
this methodical cleanup two or 
three times at tw o-year intervals, 
they can break the strangling mis- 
tle-toe-hold.

But now tile governor

Brake on the pan again. Why? 
For one thing, Williams

G. O. P. state ticket. So any mud 
he can throw* in that direction 
now will be there for the voters 
to inspect come campaign time. 
But beyond that Williams seems 
to be deftly trying to create dis­ 
cord between Brake and Aten on 
the theop* that he can sow* dis­ 
content indirectly 
between 
the 
followers 
of 
former 
Governor 
Harry T. KeUy, a candidate for 
governor, and Secretary of State 
Fred M. Alger, 
jr., 
a 
gubernatorial candidate. 
The crux of the whole matter 
it the fact that Aten recently re­ 
leased his auditing 
staff’s 
rec­ 
ommendation that Brake get rid 
of so much dormant money 
de­ 
posited in banks without interest 
In doing so, the auditors upheld 
Williams, who has been 
saying 
tile same thing for months. 
Brake snapped right back that 
when he wanted advice from At­ 
en’s employes (note 
that 
“em­ 
ployes”) he would ask for it. He 
was careful not to say anything 
curt about Aten. 
But this was all that some poli­ 
tical seers needed. 
They at once spread the story 
that Brake was mad at Aten for 
siding with the 
governor.

that Aten knifed Brake for with­ 
drawing in Kelly’s favor. 
In Kelly Camp 
They extended that 
theory to I 
indicate that Brake now is in the I 
Kelly camp for good, that Aten as I 
an associate of former governor

outside and unacceptable to Kel­ 
ly, that Aten is perforce thrown 
into Alger’s lap and that the Kel- 
lyites and the Siglerites are lin­ 
ing up for a good fray. 
And Williams seems

It may be true, but all indica­ 
tions now are that it is not. 
The factor 
which

overlook is this: that Aten’s audit 
of Brake’s department was com­ 
pleted last July—six months be­

MT. CLEMENS,' Mich.—(ZP)— 
The Tenth Air Force— whose war­ 
lords put the aerial punch in the 
Allied armies* Indian and Burma 
campaigns— has found 
its 
new 
home in Michigan. 
The Tenth, now largely a train­ 
ing and administrative unit, re­ 
cently was transferred here from 
Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, Ind. It 
has taken quarters at nearby Self­ 
ridge Field. 
And its Commander, Maj. Gen. 
Paul L. Williams, right enough, 
is a native of Detroit. His Deputy

Commander, Brig. Gen. Harry A.

But in addition to the air force 
reserve training centers, the Tenth 
also will have 
tile 56th Fighter 
Wing at Selfridge Field under its 
supervision. 
The unit was activated at P a t­ 
terson Field, 
Dayton, 
Ohio, 
on 
Feb. 12. 1042. Maj. Gen. Lewis If. 
Brereton took command of it at 
Ceylon. India, only 13 days later. 
At that time, the Tenth con­ 
sisted of one light bomber, 
five 
rather shaky B-17’s, and $250,000 
in cash, wrapped 
in a 
blanket, 
that Gen. Brereton had taken out 
of Java. Ten P-40 pursuit fighters 
joined the unit after his arrival. 
From this 
meager 
beginning, 
the Tenth went on to become one 
of the workhorses of the war. Its 
fighters kept open the air route to 
China and covered Gen. Joseph 
Stillwell’s retrea t from Burma. 
In 1943 it took the 
offensive, 
and forced tile closing of the port 
of Rangoon. The 
troop 
carrier 
command supplied, at one time, a 
total of 356,000 mon in the field 
—an 
achievement 
far 
beyond 
anything reckoned 
with 
before 
the war. 
After the war, the Tenth was 
inactivated 
for 
perhaps 
five 
months. Then it was reactivated 
as a 
training 
and 
air 
defense 
force. It first operated in A rkan­ 
sas, Louisiana, New Mexico, Okla­ 
homa and Texas, Then was shifted 
north. 
Gen. Williams, who took com­ 
mand in 1947, was born in De­ 
troit but w hen still a boy. moved 
with his family to California. He 
joined the air force in 1918, and 
staved with it in peacetime. 
During World War II, he was 
in charge of airborne operations 
in the Mediterranean, Normandy 
and Southern France. On D-Day, 
he directed an air armada of more 
than 1,000 C-17’s and 900 gliders. 
Gen. Johnson, his 
second 
in 
command, also enlisted in the Air 
Corps during World War I. D ur­ 
ing World W ar IT, he served w ith 
the Antilles Air Command 
and 
later with the training section of 
the Allied Expeditionary Force in 
Europe.

Commie threat. 
The national groups which have 
been invited to send delegates re­ 
present a total 
membership 
of 
more than 50,000,000 U. S. citizens. 
It is expected that two or three 
leaders from more than IOO organ­ 
izations w ill attend.

In announcing the meeting, Le­ 
gion National Commander George 
N. Craig set forth the following 
two-fold objective: 
“First, we will seek to coordin­

American constitutional 
system. 
Second, we shall seek to strength­ 
en the hands of government agen­ 
cies dealing with subversive 
ac­

“All-American Conference”

The 
American Legion, it is explained, 
is merely acting as the agent for 
uniting these groups in the com­ 
mon effort. Legion delegates will
